After  a  long  absence,  we  are  happy  to  send  you  this  all-encompassing  issue  of  The  Record, 
which  covers  the  period  from  Spring,  1970,  through  Summer,  1971.  Despite  its  lateness  and 
the  fact  that  some  of  its  contents  may  be  tinged  with  age,  we  hope  that  you  will  enjoy  it,  and 
that  it  will  find  its  place  on  that  hallowed  ground,  your  coffee  table  or  bookshelf,  in  the  days 
to  come. 

For  a  number  of  reasons,  the  publication  of  this  magazine  began  to  fall  behind  schedule  in 
mid-1960,  and  since  that  time  has  been  published  on  a  "catch-up"  basis.  After  bringing  the 
magazine  to  within  six  months  of  schedule  in  1969,  other  demands  on  the  time  of  the  public 
relations  staff  caused  a  further  deterioration  in  its  ability  to  continue  on  a  course  that  would 
have  put  the  publication  back  on  the  correct  timetable. 

The  writer  apologizes  that  The  Record  fell  further  behind  during  his  tenure.  This  is  a  most 
important  vehicle  of  communication  to  the  College.

To  some  degree,  we  apologize  for  this  issue  of  The  Record.  It  had  been  hoped  that  single 
issues  could  be  produced  covering  each  quarter,  as  usual,  but  this  idea  was  scrapped  in  view  of 
the  current  status  of  publication,  and  a  slightly  different  format  agreed  upon  that  would  put 
the  magazine  back  on  schedule.  Campus  news  has  been  omitted  and  the  magazine  given  over 
entirely  to  alumni  news  and  various  pieces  which  need  to  be  preserved  in  the  archives  of  the 
College. 

With  this  said,  let  me  say  that  your  next  Record,  Fall,  1971,  will  come  to  you  in  February. 
It  will  be  slightly  different  in  content  and  format  from  past  issues,  as  we  attempt  to  create  a 
publication  which  will  appeal  to  the  College's  entire  constituency.  Information  of  special 
interest  to  alumni  will  continue  to  be  published,  augmented  by  thought-provoking  features 
covering  the  many  aspects  of  private  higher  education. 

Charged  with  the  editorship  of  the  "new"  Record  and  all  of  Hampden-Sydney's  major 
publications  is  Robert  L.  Morgan,  who  joined  the  public  relations  staff  as  associate  director  in 
June.  He  brought  with  him  a  fine  background  in  public  relations  and  publications  from 
Tusculum  College,  where  he  was  director  of  public  relations  for  five  years,  and  from 
experience  gained  with  a  Washington  educational  consulting  firm.  His  ideas  and  techniques 
have  already  made  their  mark  here,  as  evidenced  by  the  new  publication,  Focus  '76,  among 
others.  After  working  with  him  the  past  few  months,  I  can  assure  you  that  he  will  give 
Hampden-Sydney  a  publications  program  of  the  highest  quality,  one  in  which  you  can  take 
pride.

The 

Last  Comrade

How  well  I  remember  that  hot  June  morning  in 
Augusta  County.  It  was  1896  and  I  was  in  the 
fields  with  my  father  and  our  "Hillswood"  farm 
laborers,  hard  set  at  the  task  of  reaping  wheat 
which  by  now  was  already  quite  ripe. 

The  interruption  caused  by  the  approach  of 
two  gentlemen  to  my  father  was  most  welcome. 
My  most  vivid  memory  of  them  is  that  they  did 
not  appear  properly  dressed  for  the  task  at  hand ! 
We  found  them,  instead,  seeking  sheaves  of 
another  field.  They  were  Charles  William 
Somerville,  retiring  professor  of  German  and 
Latin  at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  and  George  H. 
Denny,  entering  professor  of  Latin.  They  were 
"scouting"  for  the  College,  for  students  of  the 
day  did  not  flock  to  the  College  as  they  now  do. 

As  was  customary,  they  were  invited  to  dinner. 
In  the  ensuing  conversation  I,  who  was  finishing 
at  Augusta  Military  Academy,  became  vitally 
involved.  Where  I  would  attend  college  had  been 
discussed  with  fervor  by  my  parents  in  recent 
months.  My  father  had  the  University  of  Virginia 
and  a  career  of  medicine  in  mind  for  me;  my 
mother,  Hampden-Sydney. 

To  me  Hampden-Sydney  had  great  appeal.  It 
was  my  good  fortune  to  have  had  as  governess 
Miss  Patsy  Boiling,  of  Richmond,  who  had  been  in 
fairly  constant  touch  with  Hampden-Sydney 
through  the  McKelways.  It  was  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  that  she  met  W.  D.  Reynolds  of  the  class 
of  '87,  and  it  was  at  our  home,  during  a  happy 
Christmas  holiday  season,  that  their  engagement 
was  consummated.  In  personality  and  scholarship 
Mr.  Reynolds  appealed  to  me.  Later  he  and  Miss 
Boiling  were  married  and  were  of  the  earliest 
missionaries  to  Korea.  For  his  mastery  of  the 
Korean  language  and  his  great  work  there,  all 
Hampden-Sydney  men  should  feel  proud. 

Mother  prevailed. 

The  road  to  Hampden-Sydney  for  me  was  long 
and  hard,  and  in  more  than  one  sense.  That  might 
seem  strange,  but  dollars  were  quite  scarce  in  the 
large    family    in   those   days,   and   the  roads   to 


Hampden-Sydney,  atrocious!  My  trip  itinerary 
was  something  to  behold.  After  a  four-mile  buggy 
drive  in  the  early  morning  to  Ft.  Defiance  station, 
I  took  a  Baltimore  and  Ohio  train  to  Staunton. 
After  a  change  of  stations  and  a  never-ending 
wait,  I  boarded  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  for 
Charlottesville,  from  where  I  traveled  to 
Lynchburg  via  the  Southern  Railway.  Now  in  the 
home  stretch,  I  traveled  by  the  Norfolk  and 
Western  to  Farmville,  was  met  by  the  College's 
"emissary",  William  C.  "Boss"  Dunkum,  and 
carried  to  Hampden-Sydney  in  his  hack,  a  coda  to 
this  grand  symphony! 

For  me  it  was  a  long  journey,  one  which  later 
would  often  take  me  a  day  and  a  night.  But,  as 
the  young  couple  said  as  they  came  out  of  the 
tunnel,  "it  was  well  worth  it." 

Years  later  I  would  enjoy  the  company  of  Dr. 
Eggleston  on  a  trip  from  Hampden-Sydney  to 
Staunton,  a  pleasant  trip  that  took  but  one 
morning! 

At  the  time  of  my  arrival  at  the  College,  Union 
Seminary  was  still  there.  The  two  institutions 
were  more  than  just  good  neighbors;  they  were,  in 
measure,  co-partners.  Their  separation,  two  years 
later,  was  almost  as  delicate  as  parting  Siamese 
twins. 

Loaded  with  bags  and  parcels,  I  found  my 
room  at  the  College  to  be  far  from  ready,  but  my 
good  friend,  Layton  Mauzy,  class  of  '96  and 
junior  at  the  Seminary,  routed  Charles  Friend  out 
of  his  room  to  give  me  a  bed.  This  beautiful 
example  of  Christian  service  completed  a  long 
day.  I  slept  well! 

An  early  walk  on  the  Via  Sacra  the  following 
day  was  not  only  refreshing,  but  brought  my  first 
meeting  with  my  assigned  roommate,  Rosser 
Smith,  of  Shadwell,  Virginia.  He  proved  to  be  a 
lifelong  friend  and  became  a  most  useful  physi- 
cian. Dr.  Denny  was  just  transferring  from 
Pantops  Academy,  located  near  Charlottesville. 
Rosser,  one  of  his  pupils,  had  followed  him.  We 
were  assigned  to  a  room  in  Cushing  Hall,  second 
passage,  second  floor,  front. 

It  was  a  desirable  room,  albeit  not  too  well 
furnished— two  or  three  chairs,  a  table,  two  beds, 
a  washstand  with  bowl  and  pitcher,  and  a  corner 
shelf  on  which  stood  a  three-gallon  pail  that  was 
graciously  filled  with  water  each  morning. 

A  fairly  large  fireplace  asked  for  friendship  and 
to  be  filled!  A  board  nailed  to  the  right  side  of  it 
was  emblazoned  with  the  letters  "W.H.T.S.", 
obviously  burned  in  with  a  hot  poker,  an  idle 
pastime  of  the  day.  By  interpretation  this  told  me 
that  William  Henry  Tappy  Squires  '95  had  been 


my  predecessor.  I  later  followed  his  example  by 
resting  my  feet  where  the  good  man  had  warmed 
his  toes! 

The  first  order  of  business  for  Rosser  and 
myself  was  to  buy  a  lamp  and  a  can  of  kerosene. 
Even  Lincoln  had  to  have  light!  Later,  a  load  of 
wood  and  an  ax  would  be  needed  to  provide  heat 
for  ourselves.  In  its  day,  such  exercise  was 
reckoned  as  good  for  one. 

Across  from  my  room,  raised  a  few  steps  above 
the  hall  floor,  was  the  physics  department  and  Dr. 
J.  H.  C.  Bagby.  How  well  they  went  together!  In 
addition  to  his  lectures  in  physics  he  would,  from 
time  to  time,  hold  classes  in  hygiene,  geology,  and 
astronomy. 

Located  under  the  physics  department  was  the 
gymnasium  and,  over  it,  the  College  library. 

Shortly  before  my  arrival,  bathrooms  and  toilet 
facilities  had  been  established  in  fourth  passage, 
first  floor.  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  be  one  of 
the  first  to  enjoy  this  luxury.  Of  course,  it  was 
quite  a  journey  from  first  passage,  top  floor,  on  a 
cold  Saturday  night! 

A  new  building,  Memorial  Hall,  had  recently 
been  erected  just  off  the  east  end  of  Cushing, 
constructed  of  somewhat  lighter-colored  brick 
and  of  different  architecture,  but  quite  satis- 
factory for  the  needs  of  the  day. 

The  tasteful  and  well-furnished  chapel  occupied 
most  of  the  first  floor.  On  the  second  there  were 
classrooms:  English,  Dr.  Henry  R.  Mcllwaine 
presiding;  Greek  and  French,  under  Dr.  Henry  C. 
Brock;  Bible  and  philosophy,  taught  by  Dr. 
Richard  Mcllwaine,  college  president;  Latin  and 
German,  Dr.  Denny;  and  mathematics,  under  the 
direction  of  Professor  James  Thornton.  The 
rooms  were  well-equipped  and  the  classes  presided 
over  by  men  of  great  dedication  and  scholarship. 

The  Philanthropic  and  Union  Society  halls  were 
located  on  the  third  floor.  These  were  most 
comfortable  and  well-appointed.  The  rivalry 
which  existed  between  "Phip"  and  Union  was 
strong,  gentlemanly  and  wholesome.  They  did 
outstanding  work. 

Brief  chapel  exercises  were  held  each  morning 
and  church  services  on  Sunday.  The  Y.M.C.A.  had 
a  very  popular  reading  room  in  first  passage,  and 
sponsored  mid-week  prayer  services. 

Baseball  and  football  were  already  established, 
with  Seminary  men  eligible  to  play  on  both 
teams.  William  Ford  Bull,  known  to  all  as  "Billy 
Bull",  who  had  served  as  physical  director  as  an 
undergraduate,  continued  to  do  so  as  a  student  at 
the  Seminary  until  that  institution  was  removed 
to  Richmond. 


Basketball  was  first  played  in  1897  -  98  on  an 
intramural  basis.  No  intercollegiate  games  were 
held,  but  it  was  becoming  more  and  more  popular 
and  was  played— raggedly  or  ruggedly— with  great 
zest!  P.  B.  Hill  '00,  poet,  missionary,  preacher, 
and  Texas  Ranger,  was  the  leading  spirit  behind 
the  basketball  movement  on  the  "Hill".  How  far 
it  has  come  since! 

Decisions  about  one's  life  work  have  to  be 
made,  and  mine  was  made  soon.  Amid  the 
beautiful  Scotch  broom  which  was  growing  luxu- 
riously to  the  southwest  of  Cushing,  I  decided  to 
devote  my  life  to  the  gospel  ministry.  It  has  not 
lead  to  material  wealth,  but  to  much  personal 
happiness  and  I  hope  a  measure  of  usefulness  in 
God's  great  world. 

And  now  I  can  look  back  over  it  all.  So  many 
lovely  memories! 

What  eventful  years  those  of  my  College  career 
were!  Union  Seminary  moved  to  Richmond,  a 
move  that  blessed  both  Seminary  and  College,  and 
there  was  the  thrill  of  Curie's  discovery  of  radium. 
Dr.  Bagby  was  sending  wireless  signals  across  the 
campus,  and  the  wheels  of  automobiles  were 
beginning  to  move,  although  with  some  un- 
certainty. The  Spanish-American  War  was  leading 
from  Cuba  to  the  Philippines— and  on  and  on! 

So  many  things— so  many  wonders! 

I  have  the  distinction  of  being  the  last  of  my 
College  class  and  of  my  Seminary  class.  It  is  not 
an  enviable  lot! 

Let  me  put  it  this  way: 

The  Class-Ender 

/t's  sad  to  be  a  class-ender, 

to  linger  and  dream  of  the  past; 

It  brings  thoughts  poignant  and  tender 

To  be  of  loved  comrades  the  last. 

Sunset:  the  harvest  is  ended. 
And  so  is  toil,  peril  and  strife; 
Thank  God!  the  Evening  is  splendid! 
Sheaves  bound  in  a  bundle  of  life. 

DR.  R.  GAMBLE  SEE,  a  member  of  the  Class  of  1899 
at  Hampden-Sydney,  retired  from  the  Presbyterian  minis- 
try in  1947,  after  46  years'  service.  He  makes  his  home  in 
Floyd,  Virginia,  where  he  held  the  pastorate  of  the  Floyd 
Presbyterian  Church  for  the  last  37  years  of  his  ministry. 
Prior  to  going  to  Floyd  in  1912,  he  served  two  churches  in 
what  is  now  Potomac  Presbytery,  and  was  a  missionary  to 
Brazil  for  four  years.  A  graduate  of  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  he  was  awarded  the  honorary  Doctor  of 
Divinity  degree  by  Hampden-Sydney  in  1932.  A  son,  R. 
Gamble,  Jr.,  was  graduated  from  Hampden-Sydney  in 
1931. 


Hamp den-Sydney  and  Who's  Who 


The  217  Hampden-Sydney  alumni  now  known 
to  have  been  listed  in  Who's  Who  in  America  (or 
subsidiary  volumes)  include  31  college  presidents, 
47  authors  of  over  150  books,  and  45  public 
servants  (congressmen,  major  generals,  U.  S.  dis- 
trict attorneys,  state  legislators,  superintendents 
of  public  instruction,  state  supreme  court  justices, 
one  ambassador  and  two  state  governors).  Since 
the  earlier  list  includes  distinguished  graduates  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary  here  until  1898,  we 
shall  confine  ourselves  to  the  period  after  1900. 

Of  the  125  alumni  in  this  category,  27%  have 
been  educators,  18%  physicians  and  medical 
professors,  17%  lawyers  and  judges,  15%  business 
executives  or  bankers,  13%  ministers,  4%  public 
or  welfare  administrators,  3%  journalists  and  3% 
research  scholars.  Of  this  whole  group  80%  can  be 
classed  as  members  of  the  learned  professions. 
Eighty-two  percent  were  fraternity  men,  the 
Kappa  Sigmas  leading  with  23,  followed  by  the  Pi 
Kappa  Alphas  with  20  and  the  Chi  Phis  with  16. 
Presbyterians  lead  with  68,  then  come 
Episcopalians  with  20  and  Methodists  with  8. 
Approximately  half  have  been  church  officers.  Of 
the  70%  who  stayed  to  graduate  (dropping  out 
occurred  mainly  in  the  war  eras  and  during  the 
Depression),  85%  received  the  B.A.  degree.  At 
least  nine  out  of  ten  studied  Latin  or  Greek  and 
philosophy.  That  this  "classical  education"  was  a 
causal  factor  in  success  can  be  argued  not  implau- 
sibly. The  Class  of  '33  with  eight  representatives 
has  excelled  all  other  classes.  This  was  the  last 
year   when   that  remarkable  galaxy  of  teachers, 


Bagby,     Whiting,     Wilson,     Winston,     Massey, 
Overcash  and  Reed  had  their  ranks  unbroken. 

The  outstanding  trends  in  the  20th  Century,  as 
compared  with  a  comparable  period  in  the  19th, 
are  the  tenfold  increase  of  corporation  executives, 
the  doubling  of  specialized  scholars  in  such  fields 
as  biology,  physics,  history  and  the  classics.  If  we 
count  medical  professors  and  minister-educators, 
as  well  as  professional  educators,  no  less  than  36% 
have  been  engaged  in  imparting  knowledge  or 
administering  the  educative  process.  With  the 
decline  of  the  literary  societies,  the  number  of 
public  orators  has  declined. 

But  what  of  the  present?  In  a  preface  to  the 
1970-1971  Who's  Who,  163  private  and  91 
public  institutions  that  contributed  five  or  more 
new  names  in  the  previous  biennium  are  listed. 
Analysis  shows  that,  in  proportion  to  average 
enrollment  over  a  twenty-year  period,  Washington 
and  Lee  and  Hampden-Sydney  led  all  of  those  in 
the  Southern  states  (private  and  public).  In  other 
parts  of  the  country,  only  a  few  such  as  Amherst, 
Bowdoin,  Haverford  and  Williams  excelled  us.  The 
private  institutions  furnished  60%  of  the 
"leaders."

Dr.  Frank  S.  Johns, 
1885-1971 

The  following  editorial  by  Virginius  Dabney 
appeared  in  the  August  14,  1971,  Richmond 
Times-Dispatch. 

It  is  not  given  to  many  professional  men  to 
touch  the  life  of  their  community  and  state  so 
effectively  as  Dr.  Frank  S.  Johns  touched  that  of 
Richmond  and  Virginia.  He  was  not  only  one  of 
the  foremost  surgeons  in  the  entire  region,  but  he 
made  a  monumental  contribution  to  the  cause  of 
education  through  his  long  service  on  the  board  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  and  he  was  a  leader  in 
the  Presbyterian  church. 

His  presidency  of  several  different  surgical 
organizations  testified  to  Dr.  Johns'  high  standing 
in  the  medical  profession.  He  was  also,  for  many 
years,  president  and  chief  of  surgery  for 
Johnston-Willis  Hospital. 

Hampden-Sydney,  from  which  he  was  gradu- 
ated in  1908,  had  a  central  place  in  his  affections, 
and  he  devoted  an  almost  endless  amount  of  time 
to  its  affairs.  Despite  the  numerous  calls  on  him  as 
head  of  a  leading  hospital  and  its  chief  of  surgery, 
Dr.  Johns  somehow  managed  to  be  available 
whenever  his  alma  mater  needed  him.  Almost 
exhausted  with  his  rigorous  routine  at  the  hospital 
he  would  frequently  get  in  his  car  and  drive  to  the 
college,  ready  to  devote  time  and  thought  to  its 
concerns.  A  leading  alumnus  credits  him  with 
doing  more  for  the  college  than  anyone  else  in 
modern  times. 

Certainly,  Hampden-Sydney  would  not  be  what 
it  is  today  without  Dr.  Johns.  He  served  on  its 
board  of  trustees  from  1928  to  1968,  no  less  than 
40  years,  and  for  the  20  years  which  ended  in 
1958  he  was  chairman  of  the  board.  The  fine  old 
college  responded  by  naming  its  auditorium  for 
him,  and  by  doing  the  almost  unprecedented 
thing  of  giving  him  not  one  but  two  honorary 
degrees— Doctor  of  Laws  and  Doctor  of  Science. 

A  member  of  a  family  long  prominent  in 
Presbyterian  affairs,  Dr.  Johns  was  a  devout 
member  of  Second  Church  in  Richmond.  He  was 
an  elder,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death,  an  elder 
emeritus. 

He  was  stricken  with  a  severe  illness  six  years 
ago,  at  age  80,  and  could  never  again  resume  his 
normal  duties.  He  was  confined  to  a  wheel  chair, 
but  his  drive  and  determination  were  such  that  he 
attended  meetings  of  the  Hampden-Sydney 
trustees  in  his  wheel  chair  until  1968. 

Dr.    Frank    S.   Johns   not   only   established  a 


notable  career  in  surgery,  but  he  somehow  found 
time  to  devote  his  remarkable  abilities  to  his 
college  and  his  church.  His  service  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  was  well-nigh  unparalleled,  and  should  be 
an  example  to  all. 

Dr.  James  G.  McAllister, 
1872-1970 

Dr.  James  Gray  McAllister,  B.A.  '94,  D.Litt. 
'26,  was  one  of  Hampden-Sydney's  most  dis- 
tinguished, versatile  and  productive  alumni.  Few 
careers  have  been  so  packed  with  energetic  accom- 
plishment along  so  many  lines.  Graduating  with 
high  honors  both  at  the  College  and  at  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond,  he  served  as 
minister,  college  president,  theological  professor, 
editor,  author,  scholarly  biographer,  national  fra- 
ternity chaplain  and  Summer  conference  adminis- 
trator. Everything  he  did,  he  did  well. 

In  1905  he  was  called  to  be  president  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  at  an  anxious  time  of 
declining  enrollment.  One  of  the  youngest  college 
presidents  of  the  day,  he  brought  energy,  en- 
thusiasm and  high  standards  to  his  precarious 
task.  At  his  resignation  in  1908,  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Magazine  declared  that  his  loss  as  presi- 
dent was  deeply  felt.  A  leading  representative  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  spoke  of  the  remarkable 
accomplishment  of  his  "brief  but  brilliant  ad- 
ministration," of  his  success  in  increasing  the 
enrollment  by  over  sixty  percent,  and  of  the  "rare 
distinction  and  effectiveness"  of  his  public  ap- 
pearances. One  of  his  alumni  addresses  in  Atlanta 
was  declared  to  be  the  most  moving  heard  in  that 
city  within  memory. 

While  Stuart  Robinson  Professor  of  English 
Bible  and  Biblical  Theology  at  Union  Seminary, 
he  was  not  only  a  lucid  teacher,  but  indefatigable 
editor  of  the  Union  Seminary  Review,  to  whose 
pages  he  brought  fresh  initiative  and  able  new 
contributors,  induced  to  write  by  his  personal 
encouragement.  Dr.  McAllister  was  also  a  preacher 
of  note  and  eloquence,  in  demand  in  city  pulpits, 
the  author  of  notable  books  and  biographies,  and 
pioneer  organizer  and  director  of  significant  Bible 
conferences  at  Montreat,  North  Carolina.  Above 
all,  he  was  a  warm,  genuine,  gracious  human  being 
and  an  irenic,  Christian  spirit  who  brought  clear 
wisdom  and  new  hope  in  a  time  of  gathering 
tension  within  and  without  the  church.  His  death 
at  the  age  of  ninety-seven  last  January  marked  the 
end  of  an  extraordinarily  unselfish  career.

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Hank"  Crisp:  Builder  of  Men 


"The  fact  that  Crisp  made  'all  Eastern'  tackle  is 
but  a  brief  summary  of  the  achievements  of  this 
young  giant,  who  hails  from  the  Tar  Heel  State. 
Though  he  has  but  one  hand,  the  wounds  and 
scars  of  his  opponents  bear  testimony  to  the  fact 
that  this  has  not  handicapped  him  as  a  fighting 
machine.  He  is  both  a  stonewall  and  a  battling 
ram.  When  a  gain  was  needed  Crisp  could  always 
be  relied  upon  to  open  up  a  'hole. '  He  is  also  a 
great  line  plunger,  and  many  times  during  the 
season  he  made  great  gains  on  'tackle  around' 
plays. " 

Those  words,  written  in  the  Kaleidoscope  in 
1916,  were  certainly  prophetic.  When  Henry 
"Hank"  Crisp  collapsed  and  died  of  a  heart  attack 
on  January  23,  1970,  he  was  minutes  away  from 
what  was  to  be  his  happiest  day— induction  into 
the  Alabama  Sports  Hall  of  Fame. 

In  his  73  years,  his  achievements  were  numer- 
ous and  great.  Although  handicapped  by  the  loss 
of  his  right  hand  at  the  age  of  13,  he  came  to 
Hampden-Sydney  where  he  played  for  two  years, 
under  the  late  "Yank"  Bernier.  He  transferred  to 
VPI  in  1917,  where  he  played  football,  baseball, 
basketball  and  track.  He  went  to  the  University  of 
Alabama  in  1921,  where  he  remained  until  his 
retirement.  There  he  served  in  almost  every 
capacity   on   the   athletic   staff— coach   of  track, 


freshman  baseball,  basketball,  trainer  and  athletic 
director.  As  head  basketball  coach  from  1924 
until  1942,  he  posted  a  266-129  record  and  won 
two  conference  championships. 

Dwight  Keith,  publisher  of  COACH  and 
ATHLETE  magazine,  said  of  him  at  the  time  of 
his  death:  "...Football  was  his  game.  As  line  coach 
under  Wallace  Wade,  Frank  Thomas  and  Red 
Drew  he  built  strong  lines  that  were  instrumental 
in  putting  Alabama  in  9  Bowl  games.  He  exempli- 
fied honesty  and  rugged  individualism  and  he  gave 
all-out  dedication  to  the  game  that  challenges  the 
best  in  a  man.  Throughout  the  Wade,  Thomas  and 
Drew  regimes  he  was  the  Stonewall  Jackson  of  the 
staff.  He  was  not  one  to  view  the  conflict  from  a 
distance  with  field  glasses.  He  was  on  the  field  in 
the  thick  of  the  fight. 

He  built  more  than  strong  lines— he  built  men. 
In  a  true  sense  "Hank"  Crisp  is  not  dead.  His 
memory  is  enshrined  in  the  hearts  of  the  hundreds 
of  boys  he  coached  and  his  influence  will  be 
perpetuated  through  them  and  others  whose  lives 
they  touch. 

His  coaching  career  is  a  bright  chapter  in  the 
history  of  the  game  and,  as  was  said  of  Lincoln— 
his  death  was  like  the  falling  of  a  giant  cedar  in 
the  forest  which  falls  with  a  mighty  crash— leaving 
an  empty  space  against  the  sky."

HENRY  WATKINS  BROCKEN- 
BROUGH,  banker.  Recipient  of  the 
B.A.  degree  cum  laude  from 
Hampden-Sydney  in  1944  and  the 
LL.B.  degree  from  the  University  of 
Virginia  in  1948,  he  was  graduated 
from  the  Stonier  Graduate  School  of 
Banking,  Rutgers  University  in  1967. 
He  married  Mary  Lane  Williams  on 
October  30,  1948,  and  they  have  four 
children. 

Mr.  Brockenbrough  has  been  senior 
vice-president  and  trust  officer  of  the 
United  Virginia  Bank-State  Planters 
since  1967,  and  is  past  president  of  the 
Estate  Planning  Council  of  Richmond. 
A  Presbyterian  elder,  he  served  to  Lt. 
(j.g.)  in  the  USNR  1943-46.

He  held 
honorary  degrees  from  Washington 
and  Jefferson  College,  Centre  College, 
Southwestern  at  Memphis, 
Westminister  College,  and 
Hampden-Sydney.
